REMARKS 

In the present Amendment, Claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter 
of Claim 4. Claim 2 has been amended, accordingly. 

Claim 8 has been rewritten in independent form. 

Claim 4 has been canceled. Claim 3 was previously canceled. 

No new matter has been added and entry of the Amendment is respectfully requested. 
Upon entry of the Amendment, Claims 1, 2 and 5-10 will be all the claims pending in the 
application. 

I. Response to Rejection under 35 U.S.C, § 103(a) 

Claims 1-3, 5-7 and 10 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Wakisaka et la (SPIE article) in view of Kinoshita et al (U.S. Patent 
6,479,210) and Lee et al (U.S. Patent 6,753,128). 

Applicants respectfully submit that the present claims are patentable over the cited 
references. As noted above, Applicants have in the Amendment, amended Claim 1, from which 
Claims 2, 5-7 and 10 depend, to incorporate the subject matter of Claim 4, which is not included 
in the rejection. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw 
the rejection. 

II. Response to Claim Objection 

Claims 4, 8 and 9 have been objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. 
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In response, Applicants have rewritten Claim 8, from which Claim 9 depends, in 
independent form. Further, as noted above, the subject matter of Claim 4 has been incorporated 
into Claim 1 and Claim 4 has been canceled. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully 
requested to reconsider and withdraw the objection.
